Being an Icom, the 
IC-705 is capable of D-Star operation. Bluetooth connectivity for input/output devices 
and WiFi for networking is included in the 705. Also, the radio can be controlled via 
WiFi. After Will’s informative talk on the IC-705, he fielded several questions from 
those in attendance about several Icom products. 


After Will’s presentation, a drawing from IRC members in attendance was held for 8 
Icom Swag bags.

3Y0J DXPEDITION TO BOUVET ISLAND CANCELED 


From an email from N6PSE and LA7GIA: 


“We regret to inform you of the following news. 


The global pandemic has impacted the expedition charter vessel business very hard; this 
includes the venerable RV Braveheart which has provided outstanding safety and service 
to many DXpeditions. As you know, we had signed a contract with Braveheart for 3 YOJ. 


Today, we were informed that Braveheart will be sold. As a result, Nigel Jolly will no 
longer be associated with the ship, our contract with the ship has been cancelled and our 
deposit will be refunded. This is a very disappointing development to all involved. 


At this time, we are cancelling the 3Y0J Dxpedition. We have ceased accepting donations 
and we will begin refunding 100% of the donations using the same method they were 
received, i.e., PayPal, cash or check. This process will take several weeks to sort out, so 
please be patient. 


We wish to thank our team for putting their trust in us. We wish to thank all of the donors 
and sponsors that gave generously to this project. We will continue to research other ships 
and possibly find another suitable vessel for a future project.”

I have a Yaesu FT-736 with 100 watt amps for 144 MHz, 222MHz and 432 MHz FT8, 
SSB and CW. 


In the basement I have my collection stations that I use for casual phone operations: 
Heathkit SB102 and SB1000 amp, Heathkit SB-104A and National NCL2000 amp, 
Hallicrafter SR500, Recent RS-918 and a 50 watt amp (also use it portable) and Knight 
T-60 transmitter and R4A receivers (mid 60s novice CW station) plus a Heathkit Sixer. 


I have a modified Butternut vertical for Hf and chimney mounted beams for VHF. 


I enjoy restoring and using the older ham gear.
